Yesterday morning when he reached 
his office he hung his coat and hat on 
a rack near his desk and-was just’ be- 
ginning to read his mail when two 
strangers, descriptions of: wham he has 
given to the police, entered and, point- 
ing two .45-calibre pistols at his head, 
demanded that he throw up his hands’ 

Smith is small_and the robbers were 
much more pow lin*bulld, but he did 
not hesitate to grapple with them.

The Wanderings of a Case Lot- as 
Told by a Manufacturer. 


Now that the period of inflation is rap- 
idly drawing to a close, manufacturers 
in various lines find themselves freer to 
speak of some of the glaring examples 
of the speculation which sent prices 
soaring. One of the choicest illustra- 
tions was furnished by a garment manu- 
facturer. who told- of movements of a 
certain case of percales. 

«: When I first saw that case of goods 
it was in the window of a smalt jobber 
whose showroom was a few doors from 
my factory and just off a Broadway 
corner,” he said. ‘‘ We were running 
out of that particular kind of material 
and I was-anxious to buy more to finish 
up an order. The price from thé mill 
was 13% cents, but I couldn’t get deliv- 
ery. The jobber wanted 22 cents. I 
told him I would think it over and come 
to him the-next day. My partner and I 
decided against the purchase. 

* Several days ‘later a new jobber 
opened up in a showroom right across 
the street fror ¥s and in his window I 
saw the same case, which I idehtified 
by the marks. In the meantime our 
need for those goods had grown strong~ 
er. So I stepped across the street and 
got a price of 22 cents. This made me 
hesitate again and I lost another oppor 
tunity to get that case. The next day, 
on the opopsite side of. Broadway, I saw 





APPEALING T0 TWO 
CLASSES OF TRADE 


Merchandise Expert Shows the 
‘Difficulties in the Way of 
Accomplishing This. 


A manufacturer selling to drug stores. 
@ popular article for which 10 cents 
‘was the retail price, decided to bring 
out a superior line to sell at 25 cents. 
Considerable money had been spent in 
popularizing the 10-cent brand, and the 
question arose with the manufacturer 
if it would not be good policy to carry 
the new brand under the same name, 
so that it might share in the good will 
already created. After some thought, 
he decided to bring out the new brand 
under a different name. His’ principal 
reason for making the decision. was 
that people knew the 10-cent article and 
might be skeptical of the quality of 
something under the same brand selling 
at’ 25 cents. Another consideration, 
though a minor one, was the confusion 
that would be saved by keeping the two 
brands separate. 

The makerg of a well-known automo- 
bile, however, “have taken an opposite 
course, In addition to their high-priced 
model they will shortly intrdduce an- 
other at half the price. The prestige 
of the name has already resulted, it is 
reported; in a large booking for the 
new model. The effect on sales of the 
higher-priced car, however, is still to 
be decided. How many peoplé, it is 
asked, paid the higher price for the 
first and only model, not merely because 
they were getting an excellent car but 
because the possession of that car was 
@ mark of distinction in view of the 
price paid? In short, will as many 
people be willing to buy the higher 
priced car now that the name is asso- 
ciated with a+ good, though cheaper; 
model? 

The same question is applied to the 
marketing of goods to be sold in retail 
stores. Can a brand cover to advantage 
more than one range of values? The 
question was answered in the negative 
by a merchandising expert, who is en- 
gaged -in retail. promotion work. An 
illustration he furnished ‘was in. the 
character of retail business done.

FUR TRADE READJUSTMENT. 


Believed That Stock on Hand Will 
Be Absorbed This Fall. —

The daughter of Lord John Russell, 
a later Kari Russell, was singularly 
i well placed to observe the men and 
: qvents of what was perhaps the. most 
interesting reign in Engiand’s his- 
tory. Born in 1836, she grew up 
with the Victorian age, viewing it 
from the inner eirele of the govern- 
ing class. Her father was one of 
the earlicst advisers of the young 
Queen; was twice Prime Minister, 
and was constantly active in public 
life, either in the Government or as 
leader of the Opposition, until his 
retirement from politics in 1866, The 
** Recollections ’’ would be -valuable 
for an intimate picture of the great 
Whig leader if for no other reason. 
They show us the “little tiger ’’ in 
his family circle as he appeared to 


those who leved him—a man who - 


never allowed the cares of state to 
cloud the happiness of his private 
life. After Eari Russell's death 
Lord Houghten wrote in sincere trib- 
ute, “The worth and dignity of 
the man never lost by public life 
and the conduct of affairs in natienal 
life,’* 

There have been few mién who 
have adhered so steadfastly to their 
ideals throughout so long a period 
of political life. In 1836, Lord Jobn 
Russell said in a speech at Stroud:

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WANA TUMBO has not been 
forgotten by the tribes that 
roam the African jungle. 
They remember his prowess 
and his smile and were greatly 
touched when they heard the news 
of his death. So says Dr. Leonard 
J.. Vandenbergh, anthropologist and 
tormer Catholic missionary, who has 
just come back from almost a year’s 
stay in the heart of the Congo... 
Dr. Vandenbergh, besides bringing 
news of the known tribés visited by 
the late Colonel Roosevelt, and other 
explorers and anthropologists before 
him, brought home definite proof o 
the existence of the Mambuti pigmy 
tribe of the Congo. This tribe had 
been known. to exist in the heart of 
the jungle, but hitherto it is believed 
no white man had lived with them in 
their homes. Dr. Vandenbergh spent 
a week in their village and, what's 
more, succeeded in having them pose 
before the motion picture cameras 
that were nart of his expedition. 
“The purpose of the trip was to 
get material of an anthropological 
nature for the University of Cali- 
fornia, where I had recently taken 
my degree as Doctor of Juris- 
prudence. I had formerly spent nine 
years as missionary in the Uganda; 
1 knew the manners and customs of 
the people there; I knew their his- 
tory and their tradition. The sub- 
ject of my thesis was ‘* The Legal 
Status of Women in Uganda.’’ Per- 
sonally desirous of the 
same line. of’ study in relation all 
the tribes of the Congo, and urged 
to make further contributions to the 
subject by the University of Cali- 
fornia, I made arrangements to leave 
for Africa last September. The mo- 
tion picture companies heard of my ; 
intended trip and suggested that I 
include a number of cameramen in 
» my expedition. The idea appealed to 
me greauy, inasmuch as it meant 
making a permanent record of any 


discoveries or interesting experi- 
ences. ; 

** We reached Mombasa on Nov. 
16, and started our march into the 
interior shortly after. Thankagiv- 
ing. Day marked our first approach 
‘to any of the native tribes. We 
were in the Guliamu country. the 
home of the Wanyika tribe. These 
are not an especially interesting 
people, but I had wanted to visit 
them, in order to see whether I 
could trace any relationship between 
them and ‘tribes living on the 


wore the same kind of clothing, con- 
sisting of skirts formerly made of 
strips of papyrus, now of calico. 
They had -little in common apart 
from that, but occasionally a mode 
of dress which is handed down for 
centuries is enough to establish a 
chain of relationship. ass 
** The members of this tribe were 
perfectly friendly, willing to. answer 
questions and to have their pictures. 
taken. As I had lived in that sec- 
tion of the country before, I could; 
without difficulty make myself 
understood. My theory about their 
origin did not prove to be correct 
and after a short stay we pushed 
ahead. 

** Traveling. in the Congo is not 
especially dangerous. The white 
men are known to the members of 
the large groups-of natives. The re- 
lationship on the whole is friendly, 
and outside of the Masai tribe there 
is little racial antagonism to be en- 
countered. 

“‘ The Masai -tribe is composed of 
huge six-foot negroes, very coura- 
geous, very bold and very powerful. 
Both the German and British Gov- 
ernments have had not a little 
trouble keeping them within the 
proper boundaries. Their limits of

F millions isn’t much.

RESCUING THE CZAR. Two Au- 

thentic Diaries Arranged and 
Transiated by James P. 
San Francisco: Cal.fornia Printing 
Company. 
HEN I was in Siberia, in 
the Winter of 1918, I 
made a special investiga- 
tion of the end of the 
Czar and the imperial family. Among 
others, I interviewed Supreme 
Court Judge Sergeyev of Ekate- 
rinburg, the man who was intrusted 
with the legal investigation of the 
Romanoff case. He familiarized me 
with most of the documents in his 
possession and the testimony of wit- 
nesses. When I asked him whether 
he was really convinced that the 
Czar was dead he said: 

** I am 90 per cent. sure that he is 
dead.” 

In Siberia, wherever I traveled, } 
heard conflicting stories about the 
Czar’s end. Some versions were ap- 
parently circulated for political pur- 
poses, to create sentiment for mon- 
archist elements. The legend kept 
growing, and the ground was being 
prepared for pretenders to the Rus- 
sian throne. 

Among the various versions I 
heard in .Siberia, on my way from 
Vladivostok to the Ural Mountains, 
were the following: 

That Nicholas Romanoff was 
burned to death in the forest near 
Ekaterinburg ; 

That he was killed by a bomb in a 
mine in the outskirts of that city; 

That he was ‘shot in the Ipatyev 
house where he was kept imprisoned? 
by the Boisheviki; . 

That Nicholas was murdered in a 
secret passage leading from the 
Ipatyev house te one of the 
churches; that while trying to escape 
by this secret passage he was caught 
and shot, and that his daughters, 
who were with him, were violated by 
the Red Guards; ‘ 

That Nicholas was spirited away 
by Russian officers and intimate 
friends to Germany, and that a large 
sum of money was paid to the Rec 
Guards for permitting the Czar to 
eaca pe ; 

That the Czar and his family, dis- 
guised as poor refugees, were re- 
moved from Ekaterinburg and are 
living im seclusion, under assumed 
names, somewhere in the Ura 
Mountains.

According to this ‘‘ authentic *’ 
d@iary,- the Romanoffs finally suc- 
ceeded in freeing themselves from 
the cistern and escaped to Tibet. 

Further details are hardly re- 
quired to show the absurdity of the 
** authentic "' documents that are 
submitted in this expensively 
printed volume which is intended to 
set future historians and scholars 
right on what happened to the Ro- 


** Here I have ail the evidence in 
connection with the Nicholas Ro- 
manoff case. Here are all the docu- 
ments I have found, an official de- 
scription of the Ipatiev house as I 
have found it, and the testimony of 
all the witnesses. No one investi- 
gated the case before I was in- 
trusted with this task. 

“On July 20, 1918, the Soviet 
Commissary. Coleschokin announced 
at a meeting of the Red Guards that 
Nicholas was shot.” He declared that 
he was executed for the crimes he 
had committed and that the Roman- 
off family were removed. Posters to 
that effect were displayéd in certain 
sections of the city. The Czecho- 
slovaks occupied Ekaterinburg on 
July 25, 1918. The investigation was 
started on July 31. First the Czecho- 
slovaks investigated. Then, on Aug. 
15, I was appointed chief of the in- 
vestigating committee. 

*“*I examined the lower story of 
the building. where the royal. family 
lived and where the crime was sup- 
pused to have been committed. I do 
not believe that all the twelve peo- 
ple, the Czar, his family, and those 
with them, were shot there. It is 
my belief that the Empress, the 
Czarévitch and the Grand Duchesses 
iwere not shot in that house. I be- 





lieve, however, that the Czar, Pro- 
fessor Botkin, the family physician, 
two lackeys and the maid, Demidoff, 
were shot in the Ipatiev house. 

** The murder of Sergius, of Eliza- 
beth, the sister of the former Em- 
peror, the children of the Grand 
Duke Konstantin Konstaninovitch, 
the author, and Prince Paley took 
place in the coal mines of Ala- 
payevsk on July 17. I found the 
bodies and examined them, and I 
am convinced that the Grand Dukes 
were thrown into the shafts alive. 

“* I have examined two group# of 
witnesses,”” the Judge went on. 
** One -group shows that all—Nicho- 
las, the former Empress, the Czare- 
vitch and the daughters—were shet 
by workmen and Red Guards. The 
other group of witnesses testi- 
fies that some of the members of the 
royal family were removed from the 
Ipatiev house alive. ‘They talked of. 
a mysterious German mission. This 
testimony is of a half mythical char- 
acter and is the weaker of the two. 

“‘We know that automobiles, 
surrounded by Red Guards, came 
out of the village of Kaptiki, a Sum- 
mer resort about twenty versts away 
from Ekaterinburg. Not far away 
there are mines. Some of the shafts 
are so deep that the ice never melts 
there. The peasants of that village, 
moved by curiosity, started. an in- 
vestigation of their own. They 
found heaps of ashes near the mines 
and drew our attention to these. We 
investigated and found in one of the 
heaps of ashes, strips of silk of ex- 
pensive dresses, handbags, buckles 
of ladies’ slippers and buttons of la- 
dies’ dresses. We also found a dia- 
mond weighing twelvé carats—one 








of the finest in the world—which is 


identified as one from the Empress’s 
necklace. She had hidden this dia- 
mond in one of her gowns. I also 
found a crucifix which was always 
worn by one of the Grand Ducheases. 
But we found no traces of their 
bodies. I had the mines examined. 
We found pieces of a bomb in one of 
them. We also found a finger of a 
human hand, and from _ certain 
marks I am convinced it was the 
finger of Professor Botkin. I have 
no doubt he was murdered there. 
The wife of one of the Red Guards 
.who participated in the murder testi- 
fies that Nicholas and the members 
of his family were ali shot.’’ 

Judge Sergeyev took out a sheet of 
paper and, pointing to it, said: 

‘This document I found at the 
headquarters of the Soviet of the 
Red Guards in Ekaterinburg. The 
pencil marks indicate it was pre- 
pared for telegraphic communication 
te the Central Soviet in Moscow. 
The document reads as follows: 

“* “In view of the counter-revolu- 
tionary bands approaching the Red 
capital of the Urals, Ekaterinburg, 
and in view of the fact that the 
crowned hangman may succeed in 
escaping the people’s judgment (a 
plot has been discovered among the 
White Guards, whose —purpose it 
was to spirit away the former Czar 
and family), the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Ural District Soviet of 
the Workmen's, Peasants’ and Red 
Army Deputies, performing the will 
of the revolution, decided to shoot 
the former Czar Nichélas Romanoff, 
guilty of innumerable bloody acts of 
violence over the Russian people. 

** * On the night of July 16, toward 


the morning of the 17th, this verdict 
was carried out. The family of the 
Romanoffs, kept together with him 
under guard, is evacuated from the 
| ity of Ekaterinburg, in the interests 
of safeguarding public order. 
(Signed). Executive District Soviet 
of the Workmen's, Peasants’ and 
Red Army Deputies of the Urais.’ 

_ “The sheet of paper containing 
this text bears a seal on the side 
reading: ‘ Russian Federal Répub- 
ic of the Soviets, Wral District 
Soviet of Workmen’s, Peasants’ and 
Red Army Deputies.’ On the left 
side is a printed line reading: ‘ Ad- 
dress, Ekaterinburg, Oblasoviet.’ 

“* Qn the walls of the bedroom of 
the late Czar 1 found the following 
inscription in German: ‘ The Czar 
was killed by his slaves in the night.’ 
Another inscription, supposed to be 
in his own hand, reads as follows: 
‘I would rather die in Russia than, 
be saved by Germany.’ "’ 

While there was a slight element 
of doubt in Judge Sergeyev’s mind 
as to how Nicholas Romanoff met 
his end, he said: 

“Though we have not found the 
bodies of Nicholas and his family, 
we have found evidence that they 
have been murdered. The fact that 
the Grand Dukes, whose bodies we 
found in Alapayevsk, were murdered 
by the Red Guards, leads me to the 
conviction that Nicholas and his 
family met their death at the hands 
of the same people.’ 

The legend of the rescue of the 
Czar, apparently circulated for po- 
litical purposes, will hardly producc 
any impression in Russia. For, 
whether the Czar was rescued or not, 
there is no doubt that czarism is dead 
in Russia. :

Along its banks have sprung up 
many busy towns and cities, where 
there have been rapidly increasing 
demands for power.

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THE UNITED STATES IN OUR 
OWN TIME, 1865-1920. By Paul L. 
Haworth,*Ph. D. Scribners. 

T is always comfortable to be told 
that one lives in a golden age. 
Dr. Haworth, after mentioning 
the age of Pericles, of Augustus, 

of Elizabeth and of Louis XIV., 

makes no doubt that ours will count 

as one of these golden ages; ours, 
that has beheld the “* discovery of 
radium and the X-ray, the Invention 
of the telephone and the talking ma- 
chine, of wireless telegraphy and the 
moving -picture, the application of 
electricity to rapid transit and to 
~ perfected and the air conquered by 
the airplane, the last geographical 
problems solved by the discovery of 
the poles, unexampled expansion in 
higher education. and in material

One 
was that Captain Clark of the Ore- 
gon took the responsibility of dis- 
obeying these very orders of Samp- 
son’s, according to that Captain’s 
own testimony. The other, accord- 
ing to Commodore Victor Concas of 
Cervera’s fleet, who wrote a history 
of the battle, was that the Spanish 
plans wére disconcerted by the un- 
expected movements of the Brooklyn 
under Schiey and Cook.

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STRANGENESS OF NOEL 
CARTON. By William Caine. New 
York: G. P. Putnam Sons. 

HERE seems to be a theory to 

the effect that you cannot 

have a novel of character 
and thrill at the same time. 
if you get one you sacrifice the 
other. So soon as you meet, in 
the pages of a book, a man or 

i > who is alive and who be- 
comes to you part of your ma- 
terial for the ‘fuller comprehen- 
sion of human emotion and action, 
so soon you are supposed to resign 
yourself to an absence of keen story 
interest, of the breathless moment 
when you wonder what the turning 
of a page is to bring about, when the 
interruption of ‘anything outside the 
story is an irritation-—if it reaches 
you at all. 

Well, traditions are busted in Will- 

iam Caine’s, story, ‘‘ The Strange- 
ness of Noel Carton."* From the 
moment you meet him, his wife, and 
his situation you are.deeply inter- 
ested in all three. You don’t like 
him nor yet his wife; but he is a 
vivid, actual creature, and he makes 
every one, perhaps we might better 
say everything, he touches, vivid 
and compelling: He startles you, 
and he startles you before you are 
aware that there is any reason why 
he should do so, other*than the fact 
that he. has so suddenly, by the mere 
opening of a book, become so ex- 
traordinarily a part of your experi- 
ence. - 
He does not try to make himself 
agreeable, Heaven knows. He paints 
himself as he is, in the pages of his 
peculiar journal as well as im the 
novel he writes alongside of it. And 
be is, to use his. own words, “a 
pimply, bandy-legged Honorable."’ 
He married a Jewess because she had 
money enough to sup~ort him and 
allows her to do so, even though that 
means that he takes her orders, her 
bad temper, -her tyranny, even 
though he hates her—and he hates 
her very thoroughly—because he 
lacks the courage to risk losing his 
allowance, and to be once again 
thrown on a world that showed him 
little mercy while he was still on the 
loose. 

The book begins, as many books 
begin, with a scene between the au- 
thor and himself. He has resolved 
to begin a journal, because he has 
also resolved to become a novelist.

It 
is an old trick. But even then there 
is a freshness, a queerness, that at- 
tracts you. Almost the first thing 
that he puts into-his journal is a 
detailed account of a quarrel with 
his wife—not agreeable, as we said.

ly an account of how the novel gets 
itself written—gets itself, for that 
matter, lived. It is no ordinary 
novel. 

You are, in such instructions as 
come to writers of fiction, told to 
identify yourself with the hero of 
your tale. But it may be doubted 
“whether the most enthusiastic ex- 
ponent of this method would have 
you go quite so far as Noel. Pres- 
ently it is impossible for you, who 
read, to be certain whether or not it 
is the héro or the author with whom 
you have to do.

You hate 
these two people with the hate they 
have for each other, and yet you are 
pitiful toward them, too. You get 
to know them so very well, you see, 
and to know all is to pardon all, as 
has been said so well in French. 
You are sorry for this pitiable man, 
who has sold himself to the devil 
hate for three square meals and 
roof and a club... You are sorry for 
the mean little creature he has mdr- 
ried, who thought when she did so 
that she was making a good bargain 
and who hates the fate that tricked 
her as well as the bargain itself. 
And as for the people in the novei :

THE GATELESS BARRIER. By 
Lucas Malet. Dodd, Mead & Co.

HE great interest in psychical 

research manifested during the 
last few years is obviously re- 
sponsible for the republication of 

Lucas Malet's ghost story, “‘ The 
Gateless Barrier.” Copyrighted some 
twenty years ago, 
nevertheless, quite fresh and mod- 
ern, while its charm of style is 
marked. In theme it is closely akin 
to the author's recent novel, ‘* The 
Tall Villa *’"—more closely akin, per- 
haps, than to any of~- her other 
works; but it is a very much better 
book. The construction, the plot and 
the writing are all noticeably supe- 
rior to those of the later novel, the 
theme being managed in such a way 
as to aveid most, if not all. ef the 
absurdities. which mar the tale of 
“The Tali Villa” and its masculine 
ghost. 

The ghost of ‘‘ The Gateless Bar- 
rier," by the way, is the gentlest 
and sweetest of spirits, a wistful, 
appealing little ‘* ‘fairy-lady,’’ dainty 
as her rose-colored gown. Laprence 
Rivers could scarcely be blamed for 
yielding to her fascinations and for- 
getting his” hard and _ glittering 
American wife, especially assuming 
that he was the reincarnation of 
the fairy-lady’s young lover, that 
earlier Laurence Rivers whose death 
at Trafalgar had broken her gentle, 
passionate. heart. The love story of 
the past is closely interwoven with 
the love story of the present, for it 
is love which surmounts ‘* The Gate- 
less Barrier ’’ of death, drawing the 
spirit of Agnes Rivers back again 
for a ‘little time into this earthly 
life. That love might even have 
clothed her once more with corporate 
reality had she not been ‘* granted 
fullness of understanding” just in 
time to prevent her from ‘* forcing 
the barrier completely,”’ and so pro- 
jecting herself, “*‘ at once unburied 
and unborn, for a sécond time into 
the arena of earthly life.”

XE prophets tell'us we shall be 
diverted this season with* a 
revival of ‘* Erminie.”"’ § Once 
more we shall behold Francis 
‘Wilson in his agitated quést (this time 
of De Wolf Hopper) and hear him 
murmuring. wistfully: “I wonder 
where Ravvy is” — surely the most 
plaintive of memories, save possibly 
the frightened quaver of Jimmy 
‘Powers in “The Runaway Girl,” 
when they bade him be a courier and 
he used to answer: ‘" But I can’t coo.” 

This news that ‘“‘ Erminie” is to be 
brought to life again is a fresh re- 
minder of ,how infrequently does our 
theatre have recourse to its diversions 
of other seasons. Once in a while, it 
is true,.a comic opera that had its 
vogue ten or twenty years ago is re- 
suscitated to: recapture old affections 
and engage some new ones. Thus all 
the town was humming “Tell Me 

_ Pretty Maiden ” again last Spring, and 
they say “ The Chocolate Soldier” is 
impending “now. 

Then the. Spring of each year. is 
kely to see some such horrendous 
favorite ofa bygone day as ‘‘ Jim the 
Penman’ or ‘' The Lights o’ Lon- 
don,” pretentiously restaged more as 
a curiosity than as a play. It is true 
that-some one is always hopefully tak- 
ing ‘‘ Trilby.” down off the shelf. Then 
certain of our stars, notably David 
Warfield, are wont in times of stress 
to revert.to some earlier réle to piece 
out a season. Thus Mrs. Fiske has 
been known to go back comfortably to 
“ Becky Sharp” and “ Mrs. Bump- 
stead Leigh,’’ and might do so again 
at a moment’s notice, while Miss 
Adams ‘is never quite finished with a 
Barrie play, and Margaret Anglin, 
atarting off on tour In some new play, 
is as likely as not to be réported from 
San. Francisco. as enchanting all Cali- 
fornia with ‘‘ Lady _ Windermere’s 
Fan,” oe 

‘s. for the most part, once a play 
‘has run its course: in New York it 
ever returns. Now and again, .as 
with ‘‘ Ben-Hur "’ or ‘‘ The Bird of 
Paradise” or. “ Twih Beds,’* it de- 
velops. into an ‘institution ‘and “goes 
jJunketing. around the country forever 
and ever. The simpler. and sturdier 
piéces have an intermittent life in the 
few remaining stock companies, and 
they all have their prosperous sequel 
fn the movies. But New York sees 
them no more. The chances are, for 
instance; that we shall not see ‘ Be- 
yond the Horizon '’ again and that we 
have laughed at “ Clarence "’ for the 
last time. ;; It is too bad. 

This streak: .of wastefulness, in the 
economy of opr. theatre is always a 
gource of melancholy reflection, and, 
to any playgoer fresh from the 
spectacle of so dire a diversion as 
“ Paddy the Next Best Thing.” and so 
undistinguished a comedy as that on 
which Mr. Belasco’s skill and patience 
have been squandered at the Empire, 
it is also a matter. of ever-renéwed 
wonderment. You would think, for 

that Mr. Belasco could derive 


town was all in chuckles a dozen years 
ago. But ashe tg an expert in both 
matters, he probably knows some 
crushing answer to this suggestion. 
However, leaving aside the question 
of presumptive profit, it is certain 
there would be great rejoicing among 
chronic .playgoers if, some bright 
morning, the newspapers were to be 
gay with the following highly imag- 
inary announcement: :

Such an. announcement would prob- 
ably provoke a livelier anticipation 
than any yet made for the season now 
opening. 
that the venture would make very 
little “if any ‘mohey. But there are 
more workers in the theatre who 
would be indifferent on that score 
than the cartoons in the comic week- 
lies might lead you to suspect. 

Of course, there would be plenty of 
people at each revival who would be 
audible {in the lobby as follows: ‘‘ Ah, 
but you should have seen Mopsie La- 
verne do. that fall from the mantel- 
piece!’’ or ** Somehow they don't seem 
to have the actors they used to have.” 
Then, too, there would be plenty to 
dispute as to what was worth reviving 
at all.. Certain cherished memories of 
the theatre could’ scarcely be recap- 
tured except by an odd and special 


company. For example, the Garden 
Players or the Belasco Buskins, or 
whatever they might be called, would 
probably not dare attempt such dif- 
ficult.enchantments as ‘‘ Sumurun,” 


Who Married a Dumb Wife,”’ or *‘ The 
Gods of the Mountain.’ Then, too, 
some plays—such as “* Becky Sharp ” 
and ‘* Peter Pan ’’—are so indelibly 
stamped with the players first asso- 
ciated with them as to be intimidating 
to other players within the memory of 
the first performances.

NOVEL CASES IN THE COURTS 





Michael Stuppiello, an Italian by birth. 
@ cobbler by trade and an anarchist. by 
profession, after residing in the United 
States for a period of fifteen years, be- 
came a naturalized citizen. In his decla- 
retion of intention and petition for nat- 
uralization he stated thet he was not an 
anarchist nor opposed to organized gov- 
ernment. Later he was arrested charged 
with being ah gnarchist, which, upon 
his examination, he:admitted, but, being 
a. citizen; he wag released from custody. 
The Government subsequently brought 
am action in the Federal District Court 
for the Western District of New York 
te cancel his naturalization certificate, 
and the decree was in its favor. Judge 
Hazel, who wrote the epinion of the 
court, which !s published in. United 
States vs. Stuppiello, 260 Federal Re- 
porter, 483, in discussing the case, said 
in part: 

“At the trial the defendant frankly 
admitted that he was an ‘anarchist, 
coupling hig admission with the state- 
ment that he did not belfeve in the use 
of force or violence for the overthrow 
of the Government, but simply believed 
in philosephical anarchy-—-anarchy tanta~ 
mount to that entertained by political 
philosophers—or, as he puts it, im ‘ evo- 
lgtior® by education, in order to reach a 
state of education of mind that it won't 
be necessary to have a. Government.’ 
He limited his definition of an anarchist 
te a person who believed in violence or 
the destruction of the Government by 
force of arms. Although he testified be- 
fore the Bureau of Immigration that he 
did not believe in the form of govern- 
ment of the United States, he now modi- 
fies ‘such testimony by stating that he 
believes it necessary to have a Govern- 
ment as society is at present organized, 
He was uncertain as to whether or not 
he entertained such views at the time of 
his naturalization, but finall¥ admitted 
having ‘them for gbout -five,six or 
seven years. 

*“If the defendant had declared on the 
hearing of his application for citizenship 
that he was a philosophical anarchist, 
ag distinguished from “a dynamic or

The almost 
fiendish adaptability of her plants and 
factoriés was the result’ of continued 
concentrated effort with the end of war 
in view. 


With a year’s experience with this kind 


ery for national industrial preparedness 
as affecting the mechanical features. 
and elements of a naval program lost 
no’ ‘time in completing a powerful or- 
ganization to make ready for the con- 
tingency of war. On Oct. 7, 1915, the 
organization meeting of the Naval Con- 
sulting Board’ was held at the Navy 
Department at Washington, D. Cc. Its 
personnel consisted of twenty-four men 
who were considered the leaders of the 
industry or science they represented. 
Some idea of the types of work they did 
can be gained from the names of the 
societies or organizations from which 


they were balloted. These; were the

Is France less per- 
meated with Bolshevism, or is the 
French workman just more ievel- 
headed? These. questions are the very 
essence of thé present BDuropean news. 
- Btienne Grosclaude, editor of Le Jour- 
’ pal in Paris, is in New York, and he has 
up a sauce composed of these 
exact ingredients—a sauce which goes 
far to make the Polish and the South 
Russian é¢vents more digestible if not 
More palatable. According to his judg- 
ment, France need not fear internal 
Bolshevism. Her national character 
@f patient laboriousness and her own 
mational experiments in radicalism, now 
many years past, make her a nation 
apart in the present experimental con- 
ition of the modern world. ° 
“ France is a country very much ad- 
vanced socially,” he explains. “ France 
@4 her experimenting a hundred years 
ago, and France has learned that so- 
@al progress does not consist in the de- 
struction of the present social order, but 
tm an improvement based on reasoning 
and free discussion, not through de- 
structive brutality. . The revolutionary 
attempts of last year and of May of 
the present year have utterly failed 
Because of the common sense of the 
Working population, which is too much 


enlightened to | its real 
interests and too experienced to jeopar- 
dize these interests by trusting to the 
specious promises of politicians. Even 
these radical politicians of ours, little 
as they are to be trusted, are not anar- 
chists or Bolshevists. They do not, pre- 
tend to be anything but Socfalists. Ail- 
though, to be sure, they are capable of 
creating only disorder, they claim to be 
promoting socialism which is founded on 
order.’’ 

Bolshevism, he goes on to explain, is 
an “obsession of destruction,”’ similar 
to that of the Nihilists of other days. 
‘* Bolshevism,”” he adds, ‘‘ is a condition 
which will logically make an appeal to 
thé German mind in this thelr moment 
of bestial fury against all the world, 
in this moment when they are desperate 
because of their own bloody deception 
of themselves. ” 

“But not the least appeal does this 
gospel of destruction make to the popu- 
lar soul of France, passionately attached 
to patient lebor, to constructive work 
and to the conservation of those hard- 
earned savings which every Frenchman 
looks forward to again possessing. At 
heart the Frenchman is deeply pacifist, 
until some one tries to take his property 
from him, Then he will defend himself 


‘furiously. He has no more taste for 


civil war than for foreign war, and if 
famine and misery do not make him 
lose his head his practical sense will 
save him from any wildness of action. 

‘This practical, realist French laborer 
knows as well as do the economists 
that incessant and long strikes will un- 
avoidably bring misery to him. And he 
has no sympathy with the Lenin schvol 
of thought that would bring about 
misery so that there may be a revolu- 
tion. ' 

“The most advanced of our Socialist 
leaders, in short, have come out square-

_ Great Britain’s Unified Health Administra- 


tion Under Cabinet Member

T has been suggested that these 
words of Walt Whitman should be 
written in letters of gold over the 
doorway which leads into the Min- 
istry of Health, a massive building in 
London, not 200 yards away from the 
British Houses of Parliament. Cer- 
tainly the main objective of this new 
Ministry, which has now been fn. exist- 
ence as part of English national life for 
gust over a year, is to prove the truth 
ef the poet’s words. 
Throughout the world there has been 
@ demand since the war for unified 


*Pealth administration. The Austrian 


Government appointed. a Minister of 
Health in 1918. Dr. Addison, who at one 
time was a medical man in the Hast 
nd of London and later became «a 
university professor at Sheffield, in 
August, 1919, was appointed the first 
British Ministry of Health. : 
The experience of Great Britain in 
@ealing with this problem, although in- 
evitably little can be accomplished in'a 
few months, has a worldwide interest, 
and it is useful to consider thé reasons 
why the British electorate were so unan- 
fmously in favor of this new Ministry. 
Up till a year ago, fourteen different 


clearly, a. Minister of Health must be 
concerned with research into the prob- 
lerns of disease,.and for this reason ac- 
curate information is essential. 

Another function of the new Ministry 
is to direct the various medical officers 
employed by the State. Under the Poor 
Law Service there are upward of 4,000 
medical men. The Public Health Service 
is controlled by 1,800 sanitary auythor- 
ities and 318 local education authorities, 
who employ a staff of over 3,000 medical 
officers. In addition to this the Na- 
tional Insurance act of 1911 brought 
12,000,000 4nsured people into medic&l 
benefit which is at present provided by 
12,000 doctors and 10,000 chemists. It is 
obvious that uniformity of administra- 
tion is necessary if this varied work is 
to be carried out effectively and eco- 
nomically. 

Little by littte a national program is 
being evolved to deal-with the medical 
problems of motherhood, childhood, 
adolescence, adult life and old age; with 





the prevention and cure of non-infec- 
tious diseases as well as infectious; and 
with the education of the public through 
the press, the pulpit, the platform and 
Parliament. But it is of significance 
that the program, so far as it is out- 
lined at present by the officials of the 
Ministry of Health, emphasizes the ques- 
tion of education for parenthood. 
Schools for mothers have been opened 
in all parts of the United Kingdom, and 
special State assistance is being given 
to finance these schools. Herbert Sam- 
uel, who is now Governor of Palestine, 
wrote in 1915 when he was President of 
the Local Government Board: ‘ The 


infant cannot indeed be saved to the 


State. It can only be saved by the 
mother. But the mother can be helped 
and can be taught by the State.’’ It 
ts interesting to note in this respect that 
the American Red Cross Society has 
very generously: interested itself in cer- 
tain English schools for mothers, and 
has given money grants to enable the 
schools to éxtend their work. 


Mothercraft is being taught to all 
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Dumoulin end Bilgaret, the most popu- 
lar man of the railroad class, have de- 
clared in mass meetings, ‘It is our 
duty .to let the people know that Bol- 
shevism is the enemy of socialism. It 
is necessary to fight against it.’”’ 

And so, because France is a united 
nation against Bolshevism, France dares 
to furnish Generals and munitions. to 
Poland and recognition to Wrangel; 
the fact that the old Russian Govern- 
ment owes money to the large majority 
of French ‘citizens igs not, according to 
M. Grosclaude, 4 determining factor in 
the French aid which is being given 
against Soviet Russia. 

“It is our skin that we are trying to 
save, and not our money,” he explains. 
“I firmly believe that the French peo- 
ple have long since considered as lost 
the funds which they invested in Rus- 
sia. The Frenchman has charged the 
account to profit and loss. A Franch- 
man is usually timid when it comas to 
investing his money. But when once 
this investment is made he does not 
run after his funds. He prefers to 
‘write it off.’ He is not inclined to 





throw good money after ‘bad. He 1s; 
certainly not disposed to make new 
sacrifices in men as well as in cash be- 
cause of the investmients made in Rus- 
Bg ; 

**No, France is fighting for the de- 
fense of the Peace Treaty—which is our 
national skin. And this fight we will 
make, even though we make this fight 
alone—just as we have had to make it 
alone since the English people failed 
to arrive at. the understanding that 
their vital interests also are engaged 
in this conflict no less seriously than 
ours. This treaty, although far from 
allowing us the reparation that was 
due us, we will defend whenever and 
wherever we find evidence of German 
bad faith. 

* Evidence of that bad faith France 
finds_in the present Bolshevist aggres- 
sion against Poland. The Bolshevist 
Army has for @ long while been under 
the influence of German officers. It is 
dominated and permeated by German 
officers. And these German officers are 
violating the treaty which Germany 





signed at, Versailles. The French of- 
ficers in the Polish Army, on the other 
hand, are safeguarding that treaty." 

M. Grosclaude goes on to clarify just 
what has been the help which France 
has given to Poland. “It is not so 
much through the fighters which France 
has lent to that country,’ he says, “as 
through the salutary influence exercised 
on Péland’s high command -after the 
arrival of General Weygand. The pri- 
mary cause of Polish defeat in the last 
campaign was the inconsistency of its 
command. This is an incontestable fact. 
That command was more lacking in au- 
thority than it was lacking in experi- 
ence. This situation was intensified by. 
misunderstandings between the chiefs 
and by party squabbles. 

““Then came. General Weygand, who 
had learned .and practiced victorious 
strategy in the school of Marshal Foch, 
whose most intimate collaborator he had 
been from the beginning of the war till 
its end. The decisive: effect was to 
make the staff recognize a supreme di- 





rection. General Weygand was ex- 
tremely tactful and used great discre- 
tion in order to have his supreme 
direction wholeheartedly accepted. He 
had also the’ wisdom to exercise the 
functions of Generalissimo, without 
claiming the title of. supreme director 
for himself.”’ 

The recent deliveries of artillery sup- 
plies and munitions were the next point 
taken up by M. Grosclaude. ‘ These 
first deliveries, sent openly in the name 


of the ‘Entente,’ appear to have ar-. 


rived just at the proper time to furnish 
the Polish Army with enough munitions 
to answer the heavy artillery, secret! y 
and abundantly furnished by Germany 
despite the Peace Treaty. 

** But most of all,’’ he goes on vigor- 
ously, ‘‘ was the confidence of the _Po- 
lish Natidh awakened through the 
knowledge that France was coming to its 
rescue. This moral sffect was all the 
more intense because the Polish people 
are the most impressionable people of 
the world. The Pole’s nervous tempera- 
ment can lead him to the most enthusi- 
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ticeable that owing to the increase in 
unemployment during the last few weeks 
the number of meals that are being pri- 
vided to school children since the be- 
ginning of August is on the up grade. 
There is also special open-air education 
for defective children. ‘There are 1,300 
medical men and women and 1,700 
school nurses engaged ‘in this work. 
There are 580 school clinics, and in 
London alone last year over 160,000 chil- 
dren received special medical. treatment. 

It is fully appreciated that bad hous- 
ing means diminished personal cleanli- 
ness and physique; increases the sick- 
ness rates, particulerty the risks of in- 


For this reéson the provision of ade- 
quate housing accommodation is re- 
garded rightly as one of the most ur- 
gent tasks which Dr. Addisén has re-

open air.”’ 

The world saw Great Britain organ- 
ized for war in 1918. Now little by little 
the nation is being organised for the 
purpose of national health. 

Another . division has to see that the 
money spent throughout the country is 
properly audited: while yet another has 
to deal with the Poor law. But-briefly 
expressed the functions of this ministry 
are six:

From the American point of view the 
last named is one of the most honorable 
health services carried out by Britain. 
The departiMent exercises continuous 
watch on the centres of epidemic dis- 


eases in all parts of the world, and 


warns port sanitary authorities when 
any dangers arise. In conjunction with 
the British Foreign Office and the Con- 
sular Service, full information is kept 


up with regard to plague, cholera, small- 


pox, yellow fever and malaria. In the 
words of Sir George Newman, “‘ knowl- 
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available for human habitation and ex- 
Pansion.’* 

This work entails co-operation with 
the International League of Red Cross 
Societies, and F.'N. Doubleday of New 
York could bear witness to the sym- 
pathy with which American suggestions 
on this matter*have been received. Fur- 
ther, this question of international med- 
ical work leads to the new health cam- 
paign for which the League of Nations 
has now made itself responsible. At the 
Present time the steady advance of 
typhus fever westward through Hurope 
is a matter of deep. concern to the medi- 
cal profession.. The infection appears to 
start in Russia, where, according to 
official Soviet figures, there were nearly 
two million cases lest.year, 

It is a matter of regret in Burope that 
the United States up to the present has 
not taken its share with the League of

feats of the last campaign, had taken 
hold of ‘the army. ‘Despondeicy had 
spread to the civilians. Then suddenly 
news was received that our Premier, 
M, Millerand, had declaréd in the name 
of the French Government its willing- 
ness to fight Bolshevism. Help was 
coming to Poland. French support was 
being given to General Wrangel in 
Southern Russia—yes, in spite of the op- 
position of Mr. Lioyd George. This 
meant that a part of the Red Army op- 
pressing Poland would have to be with- 
drawn to defend South Russia. Ah in- 
centive was given to hold firm at the 
precise moment when Lloyd George was 
asserting that Poland. must surrender. 
Imagine the comfort which was brought 
to that country by this manifestation 
of sympathy on the part of France. 
This strong decision taken by M. 
Millerand is as beneficial to England as 
it is to France—and, indeed, to the 
whole of civilization—and I hardly be- 
Neve that so lucid and prompt a brain 
as is Lloyd George’s will be long in rec- 
ognizing this truth. With German mill- 
tarism and Soviet Russia united, as they 
are at present, there must be either one 
of two reguite to Bolshevist victory.

** For many purposes and in a@ certain 
field Massachusetts is a sovereign State, 
maintaining an independent’ Govern- 
ment.

We are inclined to the opinion that 
in this relation it is so identified with 
the nation that it may treat the service 
of its citizens who serve to its credit 
in the armies of the United States as 
entitled to recognition from Massa- 
chusetts as a sovereign State. Hach of 
us is a citizen of Massachusetts as well 
as a citizen of the. United States. Massa- 
chusetts may honor her citizens for what 
they do for the National Government in 
these fiélda to which she sends’ tiem as 
tion and laws of the United States.” ** . 

In harmony with the letter and-spirit 
of this opinion, Massachusetts on May 2, 
1917, enacted a law to pay to each non- 
commissioned officer, soldier and sailor 
who enlisted subsequent to Feb. 3, 1917, 


‘widow, ‘minor children, parents or de- 
pendénts, the sum of $10 a ndnth for 
éath month's service. On July 3, 1919, 
Massachusetts passed a further act giv- 
ing a bonus of $100 té6 each commis- 
sioned officer, enlisted man, field ‘clerk 
and army or navy nurse who. enlisted 
subsequent to Feb. 3, 1917, and prior to 
Nov. 11, 1918. Massachusetts was thus 
the first State to pay her veterans a 
cash bonus. 

New Hampshire followed with legisla- 
tion which gives $30 to each of her 
World: War veterans and by a later 
amendment added $70 more, so that 
each soldier and sailor should receive 4 
total of $100 each.: ‘Wisconsin, the third 
State to provide a bonus, gives each vet- 
éran a sum not to exceed $10 a month 
for each month of service, with a mini- 
mum of $50. The sérvice for which the 
bonus fs given shall be comprised be- 
tween the dates of April 6, 1917, and 
‘July 1, 1919. The fourth State, Min- 
_néesota, awards ‘$15 for each month 
and fraction of a month of service be~ 
tween April 6, 1917, and prior to the 
date that peace shall be agreed upon 
between the United States and the Ger- 
man. Government.’”’ The minimum to be 
_paid in each case is $50. 

If the legislative action of the follow- 
ing States is approved by the .people, 
Maine will give her veterans a bonus 
of $100 each; New Jersey $10 a month, 
hut each veteran not to receive in the 
aggregate more than $100; New York 
$10 a month, but not to. exceed $250. to 
any one person. The New York law also 
provides that the Legislature, ghall es- 
tablish a fund for those-who are suf- 
fering with any disability incurred in 
the military or naval service, and any 
veteran who receives a bonus may as- 
sign it to this fund. Rhode Island will 
give to each person eligible $100. It is 
almost certain that the voters of these 
four States will approve the legislative 
action. Wisconsin held a referendum on 
the question of a soldier bonus and ap- 
proved it by a vote of 165,762 for to 
57,324 against, and Oregon, at 4 special 
election, approved the educational 
bonus by a vote of 49,158 for to 83,513 
against. 

In order to pay these bonuses a total 
of $119,600,000 will be necessary. This 
amount is. divided among the eight 
States providing bonuses as follows: 
Massachusetts to issue bonds to the 
amount of $20,000,000; Minnesota to issue 
and sell certificates of indebtedness to 
an amount not to exceed $20,000,000; 
New Hampshire raised $600,000 by a 
special tax, pending the collection of 
which the amount was borrowed on the 
credit. of the State; a further sum of 
$1,500,000 was raised by a bond issue; 
Wisconsin ‘raised $15,000,000 by a flat 
tax of 3 mills on each dollar of assessed 
valuation and by a surtax on taxable 
personal income and income of corpora- 
tions; Maine will issue $3,000,000 in_ 
bonds; New Jersey $12,000,000 in bonds; 
New York $45,000,000 in bonds and

Wisconsin, in addition to the cash bonus, 
provides a relief fund of $500,000, to be 
peg during the period of convalescence 

any sick, wounded or~disabled vet- 
eran. The atnount for such comfort and 
support shall not exceed $30 a month 
for each person. 

The most far-reaching and construc- 
tive méasure undertaken by the States 
for the welfare of the returned soldier 
is in the field of education. Bleven 
States have made the way from 
the elementary grades through the col- 
lege, university and. technical schools. 
Towa. provides simply that the honor- 
ably discharged soldier, saflor or ma- 
rine is entitled to attend the public 
schodls of the State as.many months 
after becoming 21 years of age as he 
has spent in the military or naval serv- 
ice of the United States before he be- 
came 21, An educational loan fund of 
$200,000 is established by Colorado. 
From this fund any honorably dis- 
charged veteran may borrow not to ex- 
ceed $200 in any one case. The appli- 
cant must give-his promissory note for 
the amount, payable in five years, with 
legal interest charged after three years. 
The amount borrowed is to be used 
strictly for the expenses incurred in any 
school or educational institution of the 
State. The State of Hlnois awards 
scholarships good for four years in any 
normal school or the State University. 
Minnesota gives a $200 scholarship, and 
this amount may be used in studying 
in any institution in the State, or, if 
at the time of induction into service the 
student was enrolled in a college out- 
side of the State, he may resume his 
studies in such institution and receive 
the benefits of the scholarship. The 
State of New York limits its scholar- 
ships to 450, and they are assigned to 
resident soldiers, sailors, marines and 
nurses on competitive examination. 
Each scholarship is worth $200 a year, 
$100 of which may be used for main- 
tenance, This scholarship shall not be 
paid to the same individual for a period 
longer than three years. The holder of 
a scholarship “may attend any college, 
university, normal, -technical or trade 
school located within the State, In. 1919 
there was appropriated. $30,000 and in 
1920 $60,000 to care for such scholar- 
ships. In North' Dakota $26 a month is 
allowed to each veteran for each month 





in the service. This amount must be. 
used by the veteran either toward the 
purchase of an urban or farm home or 
in the conipletion. of his educational 
training. - 

On May 21, 1920, the people of Oregon 
approved an act submitted to them by 
the Legislature making provision for 

soldier scholarships of $200 » year for 
four years. -Studies may be taken th 
any public or private educational insti- 
tution, and’ each student, unless fllness 
prevents, is required to attend sixty or 
more hours of instruction each month in 
order to obtain the full ‘scholarship 
allowance of $25 4 month. South Dakota 
provides free tuition for all veterans and 
nurses- who may attend any State edu- 
cational institution under the Board of 
Regents, and to cate for these expenses 
for one yéar $15,000 is appropriated. The 
State of Utah admits veterans to all 
courses in the Agricultural College of 

Utah without the payment of any 
entrance fee. “Washington State permits 
veterans and nurses to register and 
attend courses in the State University 
free of tuition. 

But the most comprehensive educa- 
tional program worked out by any State 
for the ‘returned veteran is found in 
Wistonsin. This State provides that 
each person in regular attendance shall 
receive $30 a month, but not to exceed 
a total of $1,080 for thé four years of 
study. The provisions of the law expire 
July 1, 1924. The acceptance of the cash 
bonus provided by an earlier act .pre- 
cludes the veteran’s availing himself of 
the educational bonus unless he re- 
turns to the State Treasury the amount 
of the cash bonus received. The purpose 
of the fund is to enable’'any World War 
veteran or nurse resident within the 
State “ to continue his education in any 
of the public elementary, high or voca- 
tional schools of the State, or in special 
schools’ organized for this purpose, or 
in the county training or county agri- 
cultural schools, or in the mining school, 
the normal school, Stout Institute, or in 
the University of Wisconsin.”. If in- 
struction suitable to the capabilities of 
the applicant .is not obtainable. at any of 
the foregoing institutions, the State 
Board of Education. may select some 
other school or agency. This latter pro- 
vision, according to a bulletin issued by 
the Wisconsin State Board of Education, 
has worked out as follows:!‘‘ One person

In these out-of-Staté achools 262 
Wisconsin students are in attendance at 
99 different educational institutions scat- 
tered from the Atlantic to. the Pacific, 
as far south as Virginia and north to 
St. Paul. .For those who cannot or who 
do not attend an educational institution 
evening classes are organized in_connec- 
tion” with local or State educational 
institutions, and instruction is: given by 
correspondence.to many through the uni- 
versity extension division of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin.. 

The number of veterans, Red Créss 
and other war nurses who have made 
application for and received the educa- 
tional bonus of $30 a month provided by 
the Wisconsin law is 4,688. This num- 
ber will cost Wisconsin for the four- 
year period about $4,063,040. In Oregon 
4,085 ex-service men have enrolled in 
the educational institutions of the State, 
and a total of $447,687.02 has been ex- 
pended in payment of student claims. 
The ‘State University of Illinois has 
granted 1,315 scholarships to veterans; 
the total money value of these scholar- 
ships for the university year 1919-1920 
is $50,214.. There were also granted and 
assigned among four different State nor- 
mal schools of Tilinois 139 scholarships. 
New York has granted 450 scholarships 
at a cost thus far to the State of about 

The greatest expenditure of money, 
however, is. in connection with the cash 
bonus. Massachusetts gave a total of 
198,415 treops for service in the World 
War. To date, in behalf of these troops, 
242,000 claims have been filed for the 
cash bonus. ‘This total, of course, in 
cludes dependents as well as veterans. 
The amount paid out under the ten- 
dollar-a-month bonus averaged $50 each 
to 75,000 men and women participants. 
Under the one-hundred—dollar flat rate 
bonus Massachusetts has paid out §$18,- 
500,000. The State of Minnesota is 
credited with giving 123,825 troops. Of 
this nymber 105,000 have made applica- 
tion for the cash bonus, and a total of 
$10,000,000 thus far has been paid out. 
Wisconsin enlisted a total of 122,215 
troops; 108,500 of these have made ap- 
plication for the cash bonus and 94,000 
of these claims have been adjusted and 
a total of $12,533,126.20 paid out. Under 
a relief measure Wisconsin has also paid 
out a total of $97,654 to 838 convalescent 
veterans.

PARADOX OF INDEPENDENT EGYPT

REAT BRITAIN, in moving to 
grant independence to ‘Egypt, has 
recognized the Wilsonian doctrine 
of .“‘ self-determination.” . In what 
spirit has she done so and what is 

the probable outcome? Has she come 
to the sudden conclusion: that the Egyp- 
tians are now fitted for self-government? 
or does she think that a painful experi- 
ment is the only way to-prove her pre- 
vious contention that tutelage is neces- 
sary for the Egyptian? In granting in- 
dependence is she giving the Egyptians 

just rope enoughto hang themselves? 
Only the future can answer these 
questions, but one who, for fifteen 
years, has lived among and in close 
business relations with the peoples of 
t may be forgiven for attempting 

to Ww some light on the riddle. vi 
While the British occupation-and con- 
trol of the country have résulted in 
great material benefits, it ts. undeniable 
that the confidence and sympathy of the 
people have never been won. Thé chief 
reason for this lies in the attitude of the 
relatively small class of educated people. 
There: are approximately 13,000,000 
people in the country. Of these about

High cost of 
materials and the uncertainty as to 
future prices of farm products added to 
the hazard of his undertaking.

Farmers 
have been repeatedly assured from one 
source of another. that prices of all com- 
modities, especially of farm products, 
will be lower this year than last, and 
those urging a reduction in the cost of 
living usually have in.mind reduced 
prices for the farmers’ products. In 
such a situation the farmer is faced with 
the problem of deciding whether. to:.pay 
high prices for dll the things he has ‘to 
buy—f. labor, machinery, equipment, 
seed,. fertilizer,-.clothing and supplies 
and the investment of a large part of. 
the cost of production in the early 
Spring months, with the prospect that 
after harvest, when he comes to market 
his crops, he will be compelled to accept 
lower prices for everything he has to 
sell; or whether he shall cut down the 
initial expense of production by invest- 
ing less capital in equipment, supplies 
and hired labor by reducing acreage and 
number of live stock. 

The latter course means smaller pro- 
duction. And this is a matter that con- 
cerns every man and woman in the 
country. Upon the farmer’s answer to 
this question depends whethér or not the 
big cities of the country will be fed. 
Few people rdalize that the food stocks 
in the larger cities at any. one time are 
sufficient. only for’ a few weeks or 
months at most, and that.if the steady 
flow of farm products to the cities 
should be seriously interrupted for any 
reason the city population would soon 
face starvation... Nor do many people 
fully realize that if farm production is 
curtailed materially it will mean sane dae 
ty and higher prices. 

The profitableness of the farm uaicias 
depends upon’ three things—ampl¢ pro- 
duction, cost. of production and adequate 
prices. ‘Adequate. production at mini- 
mum ¢ost. involves more efficient meth- 
-ods and. economical operation. Factors 
in this are better ‘utilization of the soil, 
more intelligerit use of fertilizers, the 
use of better ‘seed, the growing of more 
productive strains and varieties, better 
methods of preventing soil erosion, more 
effective .méthods of combating insect 
pests, plant and animal diseases, the 
production of more and better grades of 
livé stock, better utilization of forage 
and. roughage and waste materials on 
the farmis, better maintenance of soil 
fertility By conserving soil moisture and 


\| manure and.a greater use of legumes in 


rotations and as companion or intertilled 
crops and the greater use of machinery 
and practical mechanical power on 
fafma. 

The problem of securing for the farmer 
prices that will enable him to maintain 
production is a more difficult one. At- 
tention must be given to better and more 
economical methods of grading, storing, 
marketing and distributing farm prod- 
ucts, And in this respect the Depart-

also are being devised. In this work 
the people of the cities have a duty to 
perform.

City people, too, should support. the 
work of the State agricultural colleges.

They co- 
operate with the department in carry- 
ing on investigations and educational 
work and aid the farmers in producing 
larger and better crops. Business men 
of the cities, both individually and 
through their Chambers of Commerce, 
should see that farmers have open and 
competitive markets for their products 
—that after shipping their goods to 
market they are not met by conditions 
which force them to sell them at a 
loss. Business as a whole is certainly 
shortsighted when it: permits unfair con- 
ditions surrounding the handling of the 
farmer’s crops toiexist. The farmer's 
market is a matter well worthy the best 
thought of all and is a subject demand- 
ing attention.

Bold Lying Under the Ban. 


Sometimes, however, the faking is only 
intended to be temporary, and then it 
becomes a hoax. No less a literary man 
than Edgar Allan Poe was the author 
of one famous hoax. In the early days 
of American journalism the hoax was 
a favorite diversion of enterprising ed- 
itors. Pseudo-science was the usual stuff 
from which impossible tales would be 
fashioned. Trips to the moon, made pos- 
sible through some miraculous invention, 
| have more than once been imposed upon 
a gullible public. Even now the heax 
is used by ill-advised journals. A mod- 
ern editor, keenly aware of his respon- 
sibility, will no more knowingly deceive 
the public, than will an honorable manu- 
facturer vend spoiled products. 

This is the real reason that menda- 
cious press agents are under the ban. 
The springs of public information can- 
not safely be polluted. Yet that is what 
happens when men and women take to 
inventing occurrences designed. to en- 


~ 


The causes or the_individuals repre- 
sented may good or bad. The under- 
taking, however, if carried. out in ac- 
cordance with an honorable code, is it- 
self sound. Suffrage isa good example. 
In order to get votes suffragists had to 
enlist public opinion. Newspaper’ pub- 
licity was the most direct route. In Bos- 
ton the newspapers at one time were 
decidedly hostile to the suffragists. 
Women seeking the vote found it next 
to impossible to get any. press mention 
of their meetings. They therefore re- 
sorted to many subtleties. 

Going te Jail to Make News. 


To no small extent suffrage has had 
to dramatize its news. ‘The suffragists 
have not ‘‘ faked,’’ but they have created 
events for the sole purpose of attracting 
attention. The endless number of 
women who have gone to jail for the 
infraction of petty ordinances have had 
this goal in mind. To some the effor! 
has seemed to go to the extent of 
fanaticism, but the sacrifices of the suf- 
fragists have been justified by success. 
In their work they have elaborated a 
remarkable technique which is - being 
used in many other fields. Every re- 
form movement has its publicity depart- 
ment now. Reform must have the sup- 
port of a favorable public opinion, and 
the press agent seems to offer the facile 
route to that end. News is created. 
A meeting is staged, not because it is 
expected that the meeting in-itself will 
accomplish much, but because news will 
develop from the meeting. 

Not only movements but also indi- 
vidual men and women often stake their

who-in the judgment of one of his flock 
was not sufficiently well known. So this 
worshipper surreptitiously hired a press 
agent to bring fame to her preacher. 
The agent was effectual. On every topic 
of the day that particular divine was 
dinterviewed. He was su to take 
attitudes and to state views sufficiently 
bizarre to assure attention. The press 
agent was engaged for a six weeks’ cam- 
paign. Within three weeks the member 
of the congregation who had sought to 
invest in fame had enough. But mean- 
time the minister had become a public 
character. His appetite for headlines 
had been whetted. He had learned to 
see himself in terms of news val It 
was an unfortunate discovery. ut it 
is precisely what some politicians and 
opera si have long been doing. 

Out of this random deyelopment 
the business/of the publicity expert has 
matured. As matters now stand nearly 
every large organization has its press 
agent. The field of activity has, too, 
enlarged. ‘For when the press agent 
becomes the “ director of public rela- 
tions’ he assumes hew duties. Instead 
of ‘seeking to get material printed he 
often exerts himself-to keep his clients 
out of: the papers. The best of the type 
are.genuine advisers, They are men of 
experience. They are called in to esti- 
mate the possible effects of. certain 
courses of action. They are supposed to 
be experts in appraising the temper of 
masses of men. One course of action 
is advocated and another opposed. No 
business ‘man with a skilled publicity 
adviser would ever say anything re- 
motely resembling ‘the public be 
damned.” These words might express 
his innermost views, but he would be 
wary enough to avoid the tactless utter- 
‘ance. ; 
Propaganda’s Various Guises. 

Besides advising modern business 
what not to.do,.the ‘‘ director of public 
relations’’ must explain appropriately 
what is being done. In this ' positive

The positive side of this publicity ser- 
vice becomes propaganda. Psychologists 
during the last few. years have begun 
to lay a somewhat scientific basis for 
work of this sort, Suggestion constantly 
reiterated does have its effects, although 
these are often nullified by other con- 
ditions. Business propaganda is both 
immediately and remotely useful to the 
organization using it. The primary duty 
of the press agent is favorably to inter- 
pret the actions of his employer. Almost 
every large business has definite public 
rdations. What City Councils, State 
Legislatures and even Congresses may 
do is of great moment to them. Conse- 
quently the “ public relations adviser,’’ 
the super-press agent, must steer a 
course for his’ client as nearly in har- 
mony as is possible under the circum- 
stances with what he imagines to be the 
public will. States and nations, more- 
over, began even before the World War 
to imitate this development of large 
business. 

The development is entirely natural. 
Diplomacy inherently is in part a preéss- 
agenting and newsgathering business. 
The diplomat during the war found him- 
gelf in a competition with newspaper 
correspondents. and with governmental 
press agents. The Ministers and Am- 
bassadors frequently found themselves

countries found it desirable to create 
“‘ committees on public information *’ to 
supplement .this, work of: diplomacy.

countries. Perhaps they. were. Cer- 
tainly since the end of the war brought 
about the dismantling of the frankly 
propaganda organizations the Foreign 
Offices have been busy ladling out ‘‘ pub- 
lic information.’"' Those who do not like 
the particular. species of information 
thus: dispensed are critical of govern- 
mental propaganda, but really the. tend- 
ency. is progressive. For, if the demo- 
cratic peoples are ever to control their 
foreign policies, they must ‘know what 
those policies are. Propaganda from a 
Foreign Office can scarcely be termed 
“the truth, the whole truth and nothing 
but the truth,”’ as a philosopher would 
understand truth, but nevertheless it is 
an improvement over the old-fashioned 
secret diplomacy. In recognition of this 
fact the ¢reation of ministries of public 
information or departments of prop- 
aganda is being broached .n more than 
one great country. 

The great objection urged against 
the super-press agents of busingss and 
governments lies in the charge t they 
render the truth more difficult to get. 
Some do and others do not. ‘In one way

Secretary Meredith also sees the need 


of commodities—is to bring about such 
conditions as may avert detrimental 
conditions for all classes. He has long 
been known as one of the most consist- 
ent supporters of good roads and their 
efficient use. The putting into opera- 
tion of the machinery necessary to aid 
in eliminating the lost motion now al! 
too prevalent in transporting foodstuffs 
from farm to market is practically cer- 
tain to bring about good results. 

A Middle Western farmer, replying to 
‘@ questionnaire sent out’ by the office 
of the Fourth Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
, eral inquiring how, if at all, in the 
farmer's opinion, that department could 
be of real assistance in reducing the 
cost of living, asserted among other 
things that butter, which had been sold 

by him for 46 cents a pound, was re- 
tailed at 80 cents a pound, a profit of 
around 80 per cent. having been realized 
by some one between the time it left 
the hands of the producer and reached 
the: hands of the consumer. The farmer 
owned and fed and milked the é¢ows 
which produced the milk, he converted 
the milk into butter and he transported 
the butter to market. , 

The thought naturally occurs, in view 
of the statement of the farmer, that, 
having realized what was probably a 
fair profit on the butter, he is not the 
one from whom the protest should come, 
but that the consumer who paid the 
abnormal! profit is the party who really 
‘was injured. -Regardless of just what 
individual suffered the greatest, the il- 
lustration suggests an economic situa- 
tion which is being discussed with keen 
interest. 

In all more than 40,000 replies to. the 
inquiry made by the Post Office Depaftt- 
ment were received from persons actual- 
ly engaged in agriculture. Conditions 
cited in these replies revolved princi- 
pally around the scarcity of farm labor, 
resulting from the farm-td«city move- 
ment; the alleged excessive profits 
taken by middlemen on farm products, 
and the.lack of facilities for direct trad- 
ing between the farmer and the actual 
Consumer of his products. 

Sehator Arthur Capper of Kanzas, for 
many years a close student of farm 
questions, sees in the great falling off 
ef production in this country one reason 
why prices may not be expected to de- 
créase in the near future. He said: 

“The farmers will not produce as 
much this year as they did last. One 
reason is that the farmers are discour- 
aged at the situation generally; and the 
other is that the question of farm labor 
has becomé most serious. Thousands of 
the farm boys who went overseas have 
not returned to the farms. . Théy like 
the city life better. I think the shrink- 
age in production will just about offset 
the drop in-exports.’”’ 

The Kansas Senator has expressed 
himself on many occasions as seeing in 
the motor truck and the modern high- 
way agencies of prime importande in 
meeting situations which today face the 
farmer and directly affect the general 
public, and he is a consistent supportér 
of both. 

BHdward N. Hines, Chairman of the 
Wayne County, Mich,, Board of Road 
Commissioners, and who has giveh care- 
ful study to highways transportation, 
says: 

“This is a wheeled hour. We are 
mow entering on a period in our trans+ 
portation area when the waste entailed 
by’ @wkward and unnecessary handling 
and transporting of the products We buy 
and sell is to be eliminated. Railway 
lines already bind our great commercial 
and manufacturing centres together. 
We. have progressed, however, to a 
point where we must get back and pick 
up the loose ends of our transportation 


| systern. We must extend corollary lines 


into local zones to feed, clothe and 
otherwise minister to the needs of the 
pu c.”’ 

¢ following expressions from two in 
the West who have learned Isssons in 
the hard school of experience are of in- 
terest. ¥F. LL. Rouse of Colorado 
Springs, Col., writes: 

“The abandonment of the, Midland 
road beyond Divide has been taken care 
of by ‘trucks which, besides the local 
merchandise carried to the mountain 
towns, have. delivered in Colorado 
Springs twenty-five carloads of potatoes. 


‘Tt am furnishing a concrete example of 


the value to the farmer of highways 
transport as an auxiliary to the rail- 
roads. A farmer has 25,000 pounds of 
beans to ship to town, forty miles 
distant. Four trucks delivered his 25,000 
pounds of beans in one day. He re- 
ceived his money the same day.”’ 

O. R. Throwsh of Parker, Col., another 
rural express operator says: 

“I haul milk and freight for about 
fifty or more farmers, besides the mer-~- 
chants and citizens of Parker and 
Franktown, an inland town. I go to the 
farmers’ houses and get their milk and 
also deliver the freight at their door. I 
have three trucks running—one is a two- 
ton and the other two are one and a half 
tons each. I consider the business can 
be made very successful if those in it 
take care to run it properly and also in 
keeping the trucks in good condition. I 
consider my trucks save at least fifty 
men on the farms along the Cherry 
Creek road, as they would have to haul 
their merchandise to Parker or Melvin 
or Denver. I employ only three men. I 
make it my business to save the farmers 
all the money, time and men possible.”’ 

A letter from an interior section of 
Arkansas to the Highways Transport 
Committee of the United States Council 
of National Defense makes the following 
pertinent statement: 

‘“‘In your plans you want to. reach 
every farmer having foodstuff to.mar- 
ket, every individual having ground-to 
raise foodstuff on. What we need now 
is to know what to raise and after we 
have raised it we want transportation. 
Some of us are far away from the rail- 
road. Often we start from home with a 
wagonload of produce, and when we 
reach our destination, after traveling a 
day and a night, are told our cabbage 
and apples are not wanted. Back in the 
hills of Arkansas and in almost every 
State there are farmers anxious to do. 
Is there not some way to reach these 
farmers? What we need is motor trans- 
portation.”’ 

It has been said that a truck on the 
farm will replace from two to four men, 
carry twice the load in half the time, 
release five acres of land, transport live- 
stock with & saving in weight over rail 
transportation, reduce hauling costs, 
shorten the miles to market, cut feed 


hauling costs. 

Figures compiled by the National 
Automobile Chamber of Cotmmerce show 
that the greatest gain in automobile 
ownership in, the United States in 1919 
was in the ‘cotton growing States of 
the South. These figures presage a 
good roads movement which may be 
delayed but not checked, and which 
appreciates the value of time saved in 
highway transportation, whether it be 
in the use of passenger. cars and trucks 
on the highways or trucks on the farm.’ 
They would seem to mean that there

Birds in homes that are alone re- 
ceive no attention from the family 
.sometimes droop and become ill from 
‘Yoneliness. 

** Give the birds something to amuse 
them,”’ says Miss Pope, “‘ especially the 
parrots; clothes pins, a buckle with a 
strap, a key on a ring, or a little bell, 
and one parrot has been known to. xo 
_to sleep with a little china doll in its 
claw, like a child. Toys keep them 
from pulling out their plumage.

Little white “love birds with red bills 
have big round empty cocoanut shells 
for nests, and very cunning they look 
in them when they go to sleep at night 
with little heads out at the round open- 
ing... Miss Pope has reason -to love 
cockatoos, for one of them, Bob, Baved 
her life at one time; pecking her cheek 
early one morning, awakening her to 
the smell of smoke and a fire. 

Some of the most valuable birds in 
the club at present. are the brilliant 
black and yellow tropials, which can 
learn the sound of musical instruments 
and to sdund a bugle'call. One of these 
in a big roomy cage was being prepared 
the other day for a trip to: England. 
Part of his food was being sent with 
him, seed and meal worms, and there 
were full directions for a further diet 
of egg. chicken, apples, etc., that could 
be: served to him from the ship’s table. 
He went off with a messenger, his fu- 
ture owner being a little English girl. 
An unusual bird of distinguished ap- 
pearance which is a permanent guest is 
a corilla which once belonged to Mar- 
garet Anglin, the’ actress. If you are 
selecting parrots they will tell you at 
the club that the South African is the 
best imitator and the Mexican and 
South American have the biggest re-- 
pertoires. 

“The club hospital has had its own 
ambulance, a pretty thing that a child 
would like for a plaything, a little cov- 
ered affair similar to a regular ambu- 
lance and drawn by a tiny horse. It 
was a feature in some of the Animal 
League parades. _It.is out of commis- 
sion now, but it is to be rehabilitated 
before long. There is a surgical de- 
partment to the hospital and birds’ 


‘wings and legs when broken can often 


be set satisfactorily. There is also a 
little bird burying ground, but in Buf- 
falo, Miss Pope’s home city. Many 
people love their birds very dearly; and 
they are placed after death in appro- 
priae little boxes amd sent to Buffalo, 
where they are sure of an undisturbed 
resting place. Two little love birds 
shared one of these little coffins.

COLLEGE OWNS MOUNTAINS. 


Berea College, at the foot of the Cum- 
berland Mountains in Kentucky, has the 
unique distinction of owning two moun- 
tains, 4,000 acres of forest and its own 
sawmill, but has never cut a sound tree. 
This wood is used by the college for 
power, heat, and in the many cozy fire- 
places in the dormitories and in the 
great open fireplace which delights every 
traveler who stops at Boone Tavern. 

The sawmill and the 4,000 acres of 
forest reserve provide not only ample 
practical experience for the students, but 
also actual labor for those students. who 





-lwork for their education, points out a 


writer in the American Forestry Maga- 
zine. The sawmill is operated by steam 
and, Ike every other industry at Berea 
College, is run by students who work at 


least two consecutive hours per day un- 


der the supervision of a superintendent 
of labor who in turn is résponsible to 
the Dean. 

Students at Berea are given an oppor~- 
tunity to earn their expenses and they 
may select the work, paid for at regular 
rates, according to the student's ability 
and efficiency. As every student in the 
college must work a minimum of two 
hours per day, suitable occupation must 
be provided by the Dean of Labor. In 
the forestry department the students pa- 
trol the forest, marking the dead tim- 
ber, hauling the fallen timber to the 
sawmill, cutting it there for - required 
lengths, and then hauling the logs to 
wherever needed on the campus. 


COLUMBUS FOUND ASPHALT. 


Most people think asphalt. merely 
grows on New York’s well paved streets 
and they little realize that it is brought 
2,000 miles from a lake on the Island of 
Trinidad. At the retent convention of 
the Barber Asphalt Paving Company at 
the Hotel Pennsylvania Charles W. Bay- 
lis, Vice President of the company, told 
the romantic story of the island, where 
Columbus landed on his third voyage 
away back in the fifteenth century and 
discovered the lake. 

‘“* When Columbus landed on the island 
his ships were in a bad condition and 
the lake was a great find,’’ said Mr. 
Barber. ‘“‘ Columbus used the natural 
product, which he called ‘ pitch,’ to caulk 
his ships. It is interesting to note that 
he named the Island of Trinidad, which 
means Trinity, because of the three 
mountain peaks which first met his eye 
on the horizon. One can imagine that 
this landmark looked very good to him 
after his long voyage and to his religious 
nature called to mind the Holy Trinity. 

**QOne hundred years later Sir Walter 
Raleigh visited Trinidad and once more 
the lake did.service in mending boats. 
He wrote in his dairy that he found it 
‘ most excellent good and melteth not ih 
the sun’. Many, many years after this 
the product, almost in its original state,

“The surface of the lake looks like 
an elephant’s wrinkled hide. Enough as- 


phalt has been takpn from it in the last/. 


fifty years to pave a street eighteen feet 
wide and running clear around the world 
and yet its surface has been lowered less 
than a foot. It is in a constant state of 
gentle agitation, being of volcanic for- 
mation, and if you plunge a stick into it 
uprightly today tomorrow the piece of 
wood has disappeared. 

“The Indians have a fascinating 
legend about the origin of this body of 
asphalt. On the Island of Trinidad there 
are large numbers of humming birds. 
The island im the Indian language is 
called ‘Tere,’ which means. humming 
bird. Many hundreds of years one 
of the Indian tribes called C got 
to drinking their national Mquor, ran 
wild and killed large numbers of hum- 
ming birds, bedecking themselves 
the feathers. The Great Spirit. who 
watches over the lives of the feathered 
kingdom was angry and in a ‘single 
night the village of the Chaynas was de- 
stroyed with every soul in it and there in 
its place was this huge lake of asphalt. 
So the Indians think that the lake is 
haunted—that it is composed of the 
bodies and souls of these wicked people 
who lifted. their hands against the sacred 
humming bird. , 

** Robinson Crusoe’s Man Friday came 
from Trinidad, and the real Crusoe 
Island,. Tobago, is just a little north of 
Trinidad.” 


INSULATOR IN TREE. 


Thirty-six years &g0 a telegraph 
bracket and insulator was nailed to a 
Douglas fir tree near Aveata, Gal. A 
few years later a falling branch badly 
damaged it and the wire which it had 
been supporting was removed. The 
tree was growing thriftily, adding every 
Summer’to its diameter a new layer. of 
woody material and this: growth grad- 
ually pushed out around the bracket on 
all sides, leaving it buried in the tree 
trunk.

from view and the only trace of that 


could still be seen was a. scarcely 
noticeable lump which looked like 
nothing more.than a healed over branch 
stub, says a writer in The American 
Forestry Magazine.

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AMERICAN CEMETERY IN FRANCE 





To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

* On Decoration Day we went to Bony, 
‘the spot where the 27th and the 30th 
Division men are buried, 

. There are so many who sions Mite in 
spirit, but who themselves could not be 
present, that I determined to write this, 
telling just what happened. 

The cemetery, in which about 2,000 
are buried, lies on a pretty slope near 
the little wrecked village of Bony. St. 
Quentin, a ruined city of 50,000, seven 
miles away, is the nearest place one 
could find easily on a map. 

Here, as at all our cemeteries, each 
grave is marked by the whitest cross, 
with the name of the soldier, his rank 
and command painted on it. A long, 
tapelike piece of metal bearing the 
same inscription is serewed to the back 
of each cross. A stake driven into the 
ground at the foot bears his identifica- 
tion tag nailed to. it. In this way 
neither storm nor fire could annihilate 
any man's identity. Hach grave is cov- 
ered with velvety grass and each grav- 
eled walk is spotless. 

Yesterday each grave hed on it a 
small American flag and a wreath of 
evergreen. 

Here, as at almost every American 
cemetery in France, there is a hostess 
house with two Y. W. C. A. workers in 
residence night and day, Summer and 
Winter. Mrs. Taylor is in charge at 
soft gray hair and big, intelligent eyes. 
Every pilgrim may be certain of sym- 
pathy, a hot cup of coffee, and, when 
necessary, a-simple meal. A Red Cross 
car takes visitors back and forth to the 
station, all without price. 

The people in the, vicinity flock to 
Bony every Sunday and holiday to place 


‘} flowers on the graves and to kneel and 


pray at the flagpole from which floats 
out, high and. wide, our own flag, al- 
Ways appearing more beautiful in a for- 
eign country. To me it typifies a great,

Later the General walked slowly 
among the cross-marked mounds, stop- 
ping often before’ the graves of officers 
and men who had been personally dear 
to him.

SWEDISH EXPORTS. , 


fo the Editor of The New York Times: 

. In an article appearing in one of to- 
day’s newspapers and pertaining to the 
need of American credits in Scandina- 
vian countries I find the following para- 
graph: 

“The Scandinavian countries * * * 
have very little at home to export, de- 
pending upon the outside world for the 
raw materials for their industries as 
well as largely for their food.” 

I take the Liberty to draw your atten- 





‘tlon to the fact that, as far as Sweden 


is concerned, this statement is not quite 


‘correct. While it is true that to a cer- 


tain extent our industries are dependent 
on coal imported from other countries 
and that, as is the case everywhere, also 
part of the raw materials for the indus- 
tries is imported, our basic industries 
are working with iron, lumber, . &c., 
which fs found within Sweden, and al- 
though during later years industry has 
taken away the bulk of the workmen 
from. agriculture, Sweden is still sup- 
plying over 80 per cent. of its food con- 
sumption. Neither is it correct to be- 
little the export of Sweden to such an 
extent as is done in the quoted para- 
graph. Although our export trade is 
still suffering from the consequences of 
the war and the conditions prevailing in 
Burope. now, Sweden exported during 
1919 not less than- 2,225,000 tons of iron 
ere, 280,000 tons of fron and steel manu- 
facture. More than 4,000,000 cubic meters 
of lumber were exported during the 
period named and over 1,000,000 tons of 
lumber manufacture, such as wood pulp 
and paper. In addition to this, many 
other commiodities were exported. 

Will you permit me to point out that 
this export evidently is increasing stead- 
ily, and an analysis of the figures given 
in the article and showing the proportion 
between export and import during 
twenty-four months ended June, 1920— 
exports to Sweden, $207,308,000 and im- 
ports from Sweden, $27,435,000—will show 
that during the twelve months ended 
June, 1919, exports to Sweden were $78,- 
129,000 and imports from Sweden were 
$5,819,000, whereas during the twelve 
months ended June, 1920, exports to 
Sweden were $129,179,000 and imports 
from Sweden were $21,616,000, giving an 
fncrease in Swedish exports to the United 
States alone of. nearly $16,000,000. 

A comparison between June, 1920, and 
June, 1919, is more enlightening still: 
Exports to Sweden June, 1920, $8,325,- 
000; exports to Sweden June, 1919, $13,- 
743,000; imports from Sweden June, 
1920, $2,052,000; imports from Sweden 
June, 1919, $726,000. 

The balance of trade for the single 
month of June, 1919, was $11,544,000 
better in favor of Sweden than it 

the same month of 1919.

NEW JERSEY PRISON LABOR. 


$e the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have. noted that several persons in 
commenting upon the. recent extension 
of the wage payment system in the 
New Jersey State Prison have a ten- 
dency to compare the New Jersey in- 
dustrial training plan with the Michi- 
gan and Minnesota industrial produc- 
tion plans of wage payments for pris- 
oners. There are a number of very im- 
portant differences. In New Jersey pro- 
duction is a very essential but never- 








» theless an incidental factor of industrial 


and vocational training. Men are select- 
ed for training, for shop work, for road 
construction work, for work upon farms, 
end are moved from’one type of work 
toanother through the application of the 
United States Army Group and Indus- 


_ trial Tests, which have been developed 
' and extended by our own experts, and 


s 
for live stock at the State Prison Farm 
at.Leesburg. This plan has been in suc- 
cessful operation for a year and a half. 
Under contracts for road construction 
with the Highway Department, the 
State receives, for men working on the 
reads, the prevailing rate of wages of 
the’ locality for the grade of labor to 
which they belong, less extra cost of 
supervision, if any, and lese allowance 
for their inefficiency as contrasted with 
free labor, if any. When.the remainder 
is received in the department, a deduc- 
tion is made. to cover the average cost of 
maintenance and the remainder is paid 
to the man himself as his own cash 
payment. This .is in accordance with 
the principles laid’ down. by President 
Wilson in his proclamation, pursuant to 
which the War Labor Policies Board, 
during the war, fixed the wages paid for 
the employment of New Jersey State 
prisoners upon the reconstruction of sol- 
diers’ shoes. 

Our vocational school work and our 
Industrial training work is co-ordinated 
with our system of production and as- 
signments are made for school work and 
for training just as they are made for 
work under our plan of assignments and 
observations, utilizing mental and indus- 
trial examinations and observations. 
Moreover, a system of agricultural train- 
ing has been worked out for the School 
for Boys at Jamesburg, which co-ordi- 
nates the regular. classroom work with 
the work of producing crops, garden 
truck and the like upon the large insti- 

tutional farm. 

Training, not pro@uation, is the prime 
motive of this whole enterprise in this 
State, but I am much gratified to. be able 
to say that our production is much high- 
er than it has been under any other 
system. During the first year of our ex- 
istence the total gross sales of products 
from the New Jersey State Prison ex- 
ceeded by $2,000 the grogs sales of the 
palmiest year of the old private prison 
contract labor system. I am also able 
to say that all of our men are enthu- 
siastic about this work, because they 
realize that they are doing work which 
is destined to be duplicated in industrial 
management generally in this country. 
We have the most cordial support of or- 
ganized labor, of Industrial management 
and of public wélfare workers in this 
State,

WELVE miles west of Richmond, 
Va., and situated on either side of 
the James River, lies undeveloped

tons of coal, according to F. M. Runnels 
of the Richmond Chamber of Commerce. 
The Richmond basin is 33 miles long, 9.5 
miles wide and comprises a total of 190 
Square miles in the Counties of Henrico, 


Amelia, Old workings and exploratory 
drillings prove the veins are from five 
to thirteen feet in thickness. 

Shafts, from time to time, have been 
sunk on the field, and by using the mest 
primitive methods in mining, thousands 
of tons of fine steaming coal have been 
taken-out and shipped. to Richmond for 
use in the industries that flourished 
during the days immediately following 
peace between the North and South, and 
just prior to the invasion of the Poca- 
hontas and New River fields by the rail- 
way8S. Modern methods in mining, with 
an exceedingly low rate to seaboard, so 
discouraged the plantation men operat- 
ing in the Richmond basin that they 
abandoned their workings one by one, 
the major part of them shutting down 
some time in the seventies—about 1874, 
according to best information.

An Explanation and Defense of 
‘Sinn: Fein. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have noticed of late that apologists 
for Engiand’s treatment of Ireland take 
it for granted, or openly state, that 
England has offered a fair solution of 
the difficulties and age-long grievances 
of Ireland... Such is not the case, and 
to say so is to confuse thé issue and to 
offer a screen to the almost universally 
condemned treatment of Ireland and re- 
fusal to return to her her national 
rights. 

For instance, in a recent editorial, 
‘*Trish Moderates and Others,”’ you say: 
“Treland makes impossible demands. 
England yields everything except sov- 
ereignty—in this, instance she believes 
that sovereignty over Ireland is es- 
sential to the safety and very existence 
of the Empire.’’ Germany said the same 
thing regarding Belgium ; Spain regard- 
ing Portugal and the Netherlands; 
France regarding Belgium (in earlier 





days): Russia, Germany and keeles: 
regarding Poland; Turkey regarding 
Armenia, Greece, Bulgaria; Japan. re- 
garding Korea and Shantung—* et id 
omne genus”! 

But apart from these considerations 
of international rights and morals, when 


thing except sovereignty’? Surely, not 
in. the ‘“‘Home Rule -Bill on the’ statute 
books,”” suspended and. now discarded. 
Surely not in the refusal to accept the 
convention solution by a body picked by 
Lloyd George from friendly soil in Ire- 
land. Surely not in the new and unpre- 
cedented Coercion bill, practically put- 
ting all Ireland under martial law. “And 
surely it must be well known to all that 
the talk of Sir Horace Plunkett's “ Do- 
minion Home Rule” receives no en- 
couragement from the Lioyd George 
government, dominated as it is by Sir 
Edward Carson and the Tories. 

All of these expedients have been used 
‘for thirty years, beneath our very eyes, 
to “keep the promise to the ear, but 
break it to the hope.’ -So much so that 
nine-tenths of the people of Ireland, and 
millions of Ireland’s friends elsewhere, 
have lost all faith in the promises of the 
English Government to Ireland, whether 
Tory, Liberal or Coalition. And they 
have over 700 yéars of similar broken | 
promises and treaties as a precedent. 
It is impossible for a people to even ne- 
gotiate when they receive only Punic 
promises in return., I recall that Gen- 
eral Lord Howe when in this city (Staten 
Island) sent word to General Washing- 
ton that he had authority from his Gov- 
ernment to settle the. differences with 
the colonies upon fair terms, short of 
independence. Washington's reply and 
actions are a matter of history. The 
Declaration of Independence had been 
promulgated, and that was the answer. 
Of course Ireland has not, been offered 
even this “poor crumb of ministerial 
comfort,’’ as Franklin wrote, asking aid 
from the Irish nation. But Ireland has, 
by an overwhelming vote in a general 
election, declared her independence and, 
God helping her, ‘that she will main- 
tain.

GORKY WARNED THE POLES. 


Pointed Out Danger of Arousing 
Latent Russian Nationalism. 


Early in May, when the Soviet Gov- 
ernment was mobilizing large numbers 
of the Moscow Communist soldiers and 
rushing them fo the Polish front to try 
to turn the fortunes of war against the 
invading Poles, Maxim Gorky made a 
brief address to a contingent of the de- 
parting Communists in which he com- 
bined a warning to the Polish nation 
and an. exhortation to the Red troops. 
The text of Gorky’s speech, of which 
only. fragments have previously been 

rinted here, is given as follows in the 

ew-Yorkér Volkszeitung: 

** Comrades! I should like to py S 
few words over your heads intend to 
reach the ears of the honest Polish bour- 
geois citizens, if there be such any 
more. 

““In the past the Polish land owners 

waged a long struggle with the Russian 
Czars for the purpose of acquiring more 
land and more slave labor. In the course 
of this struggle it happened that the 
Poles entered the Kremlin and the Rus- 
sians Warsaw.

Carolina, - both dwelling on the in- 
numerable courtesies the American Con- 
men had received in Japan. Mr. 
said he would leave witb 1 strong 
feelings of friendship for and belief in 
the Japanese people. ‘‘ There is not an 
enemy of Japan but would like to see 
differences arise between Japan and 
precios,” Mr. Harris declared, ‘* but 
ifferences must and will be avoided 
through f intercourse.’’ 

Inthe coursé of his address Mr.’ Small 
said a Japanese newspaper had asked 
what the American Congressmen were 
dot here, and the answer to this was, 

would not come to Japan if he 
had the chance?’’. ** We flatter our- 
selves that any impression we receive 
will be a distinct contribution to. public 
opinion, which makes for good govern- 
ment,’’ Mr. Small said. He added that 
differences exist between Japan and the 
United States and that more may come 
in the future. He did not believe, how- 
ever, that questions of immigration or 
the treatment of Japanese in the United 
States would permanently mar _ the 
friendship between the two countries. 

The American people, he declared, love 
Peace and the friendly spirit for Japan 
would not lightly be displaced. 

The central factors of America’s deal- 
ings with other nations, Mr. Small con- 

ued, were righteousness and justice. 
He pointed out that another ype 
journal had spoken of America as 

menace to Japan, but declared that 
any one who said that, or proclaimed 
Japan a menace to America, must be a 
jingo. Mr. Small credited Japan with 
the same qualities of righteousness and 
we in its dealings with America and 
r nations. If Japan and America 
continued to deal with each other frank- 
ly, he said, no differences would arise 
—_ gould not be adjusted in the forum 


Oku Pays Tribute to America. 


President Oku of the House of Repre- 
sentative, declared that if both sides 
aid their utmost, with due regard 
for the principles of justice and fair 
py. he had not the slightest doubt all 

ubles actually existing and all those 
which might possibly arise between the 
two nations could be solved to the entire 
satisfaction of both. 
Japan is a country with a history of 
three "thousend years,”’ he continued. 

‘The Japanese, consequently, are fond 
of talking about the past. For instance, 
the port of Shimonoseki, where you first 

touched the shores of old Jepan, re- 
minds us of a deed of generosity on the 
pest of -your country that es us 
eel grateful.

LIVING COSTS MORE ABROAD. 

Merchants’ Association Reports 

Price Increases Exceed Those Here. 

Analyzing reports of prices, of food- 
stuffs in ‘foreign countries, experts in 
the Industrial Bureau of the Merchants’ 
Association reported yesterday that the 
cost of living had ne up this year to 
rang greater extent in foreign coun- 

es. 

“ The _ prices of_ foodstuffs in the 
United States are Bbout 100 per cent. 
above 1914. prices,” says the report. 

* This is small in comparison with Nor- 
way, which shows an increase a Perey 
of 180 per cent.; Italy (Rome) 
shows an increase of about Sop per 
cent. ; Switzerland, which showed an te 
crease in March, 1920, of almost 140 per 
cent., and Denmark, with an increase in 
J anuary, 1920, of 150 per cent. over 1914 
figures. 

‘‘ Great Britain showed an increase in 
prices of foodstuffs during the early 
part of 1920 of more than 130 per. cent. 
over 1914 prices. The increase in the 
price of foodstuffs in Canada has fol- 
lowed very closely the increase in the 
United States and in the early part of 
1920 exceeded 100.per cent. by only 2 
small margin. The two smallest in- 
creases in foodstuffs prices are in Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, which showed 
increases of only approximately 60 per 
cent. These are the only_two countries 
for which information is available where 
food prices have not increased since 1914 
to a greater extent than in the United 
States.”’ 

GIVES $150 A WEEK TO WIFE. 
Mrs. Schimmel, Sued for Divorce, 
Says Husband Was Suspicious of Sex. 

Supreme Court Justice McCook grant- 
ed $150 a week alimony and $2,500 
counsel fee yesterday to Mrs. Alma H. 
Schimmel pending a suit brought against 
her for divorce by Harry Schimmel, a 
cotton merchant. 

Mrs. Schimmel became her husband's 
secretary in 1917, and they were married 
June 29, 1919. She is accused of mis- 
conduct with Jack Marks, who was at- 
tentive to her before her marriage, at 
the Pennsylvania Hotel on Feb. 29 last, 
when her husband was on a business 
trip to Boston. 

Mrs. Schimmel: alleges that the charges 
against her are false and that Marks 
had just called.and was waiting to 
take her to dinner when her husband’s 
brother’ and several friends forced théir 
way into the room. She alleges that 
husband offered $5,000 to permit him 
get a divorce, but she declined. She 
said: 

“From our. honeymooning days he 
lectured me daily vn the infidelity of 
my sex, which, actording ‘to con= 
victions, was predominant. He watched |-en 
my every word and move with sus- 
icious eye and mind until it was posi- 

ively un able,’’ “Mrs. Schimmel told 
the court her hu was worth 
$250,000 and has a large income.
